Mr. Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade, replying in the House of Com- 
mons Erin re to Mr Louis Smith (Con- 
servative), who asked what was the esti- 
mated cost to Britain in loss of trade owing 
to the imposition of sanctions against 
Italy, said that in the seven months 
Decmber, 1935, to June, 1936, the United 
Kingdom’s exports to Italy, including re- 
exports, were valued at £482,000, as com- 
pared with £6,181,000 for the seven 
months December, 1954, to June, 1935, 
but it was not possible to attribute the 
_whole of this decline to sanctions. Owing 
ito payment difficulties and Italian import 
restrictions, United Kingdom exports to 
Italy were declining before sanctions were 
imposed. . It was not possible to form 
any estimate of the effect on their trade 
with other countries.

AT NAVAN SHOW 


PITCHFORKS AND HATCHET 
AS WEAPONS 


The story of a fight with a pitchfork, 
hatchet, and graip outside a blazing cottage 
in the small hours of the morning, was told 
at Sif¥o Criminal Sessions,, when Dominick 
McDonogh, a blind pensioner, of Cornamuskla, 
Geevagh, and his two sons—John and Thomas 
—were found guilty by a jury of setting fire 
to a dwelling-house occupied by John McClery, 
his wife and infant child. 

John McClery stated that he rented the 
cottage from McDonogh. He was awakened 
by his wife during the early hours of April 
10th, and, on going outside, he saw John 
McDonogh running away. ‘Then he noticed 
that the thatch at the rear of the cottage 
was on fire. His wife came out, and the three 
accused men arrived on the scene. ,Dominick 
McDonogh attacked Mrs. McClery with a 
hatchet, Thomas had a stick, John a pitchfork 


being the father of a child born to McDonogh’s 


daughter. He admitted accompanying her to 
a house in Sligo, where she stayed as ‘‘ Mrs. 


McClery.’’ Her father complained to witness’s 


wife about the matter. He had to fight for 
his life, he said, against the McDonoghs, 
while his child of ten months lay on a bed 
inside the burning cottage. 

Mrs. McClery said that Dominick McDonogh 
struck her several times on the hand with a 
hatchet. She also believed that he intended 
to burn her child. 

Dr. Annie M. Power described wounds on 
Mrs. McClery’s head and arms. 

Dr. Jobn McGrath, State Pathologist, gave 
evidence regarding bloodstains on the cloth- 
ing of the McDonoghs, and on a hatchet 
found in their house. 

Dominick McDonogh said that he went 
with a hatchet to nail up, the windows of 
the cottage, as he heard the McClerys were 
leaving. The McClerys attacked them, and 


when one of his sons was struck with a

John and Thomas McDonogh also alleged 
that they were assaulted by the McClerys. 

Judge Moonan said that he believed the 
old man and his sons acted under a sense of 
provocation, but their action was repulsive, 
and too serious a crime to be passed over with 
impunity. He sentenced each of the accused 
to six months’ imprisonment, the sons with 
hard labour.

But what about the high 
polish people require for city wear 7” “Oh, 
well?” he said, dryly, “ there's modern 
fashion again. Forty years ago people 
didn’t want that brilliant polish al thes 
didn’t get it. Do you remember Martin- 
dale’s Blacking? The pad of stuff you 
dissolved in water? Much better than 
any of these new shine stuffs. But—take 
your choice—dear polish, short life, or 
caengty way and a long life for your 
shoes.”’ 


Hay ime 


One of the most attractive sounds to be 
heard throughout the country in the 
summer-time is the whir of the mowing 
machine at work in the hay fields.

Various trefoils were numerous, só also 
were dandelions and buttercups. 

Though the whir of the mower is sooth- 
ing to our senses, one cannot help feeling 
dismayed at the thought that so soon these 
natural gardens will be a thing of the past; 
but for many weeks yet, perhaps months. 
the fragrance of new mown hay will re- 
main with us.

, nection with the Milk ( bis oa 
Supply and Price) Bill, 1936, im the Dail 
yesterday, providing for a levy to he paid to 
each Milk Board on and from a date to be 
fixed on milk sold in the functional area of 
such board. It also provided that the levy 
shall be paid by vendors and purchasers 
specified by statute, and that it shall be 
apphed in ways directed or authorised by 
statute. The levy shall be char levied 
and paid at rates to be fixed by the Minister 
for Agriculture under statute, and statutor 
provision shall be made for collecting mt 
enforcing payment thereof. 

Dr. RYAN said that it would be extremely 
difficult to tell what the levy would be. In 
his opinion it would not be more than a 
farthing per gallon, although he would no’. 
like to state that definitely. The expenses 
regarding the payment of the chairman's 
remuneration and other matters would be 
very smal! when taken as a levy per gallos 
on the large supplies to the City of Dublin. 
If there was a surplus of milk and the board 
had to deal with it there would imevitably 
be a loss on that surplus. 


HIDDEN TAXATION 


Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., Dublin, N.) said 
that this was a resolution which continued 
the policy on which the Government had 
embarked to impose hidden taxation on the 
necessaries of hie. Having taxed the people 
over the counter for bread, bacon, butter and 
sugar, the people were now goitig to be 
taxed over the counter for smúit. ever in 
the history of Dublin was there a greater 
supply of milk at the citizens’ doors. There 
were 16,000 additional milch cows outside the 
doors of Dublin more than there were in 
1931. There was a glut of milk in the Dublin 
home counties. 

There was a levy im operation at the pre- 
sent time to an extent that caused milk to 
be increased from lid. to 2d. per pint over 
a considerable part of the City of Dublin. 
He would be satisfied to leave the halfpenny 
‘alone and to discuss the farthing that the 
Minister spoke of if the Minister would tell 
him the pte "gu! was going to disappear. 
There was milk being spilled down the sewers 
in Dublin to-day because the bigger distribu- 
tors were taking from the producers milk 
which they were unable to use. 


EXPENSIVE MACHINERY 


Mr. W. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) 
said that the machinery in connection with 
the administration of the measure appeared 
to be expensive. It would amount to at least 
£10,000. There was a chance of the pro- 
ducer getting a fair price, but whether the 
system wouid effect its pe was another 
question. Putting on each article of diet 
its own cost in respect of whatever improve- 
ment in price, finally fell on the consuming 
public.

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said that 
there were girls in dairies working fifteen 
hours a day and receiving seven to nine 
shillings a week. The consumer, as well as 
the producers and distributors, should have 
representatives on the Board. 


MINISTER BLAMED 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (U.L, Donegal) said 
that a Commisston should be set up to go 
into the milk problem, because it was a 
most intricate CE iss He had been surprised 
to learn that 8d. a gallon was being paid for 
milk, while he, himself, never got more than 
ód. a gallon. He conceded, however, that 
circumstances in the city area were entirely 
different from those in the country. The 
farmers did not want to batten themselves on 
the poor. Up to the present they were able 
to make a livelihood without asking for sacri- 
fces from the poor. The prices of bread, milk 
and other necessities had mcreased, and a 
situation was arising in which the farmers 
were being held up as battening on the neces- 
sities of the poorer section of the people. That 
situation should not be allowed to develop. The 
Minister should be mdicted for his reactions 
to a situation which was largely of his own 
preation. 

No one in the Dáil could stand for an 
increase in the price of milk. He objected 
to panic legislatron of the present kind, but 
was quite prepared to consult with the 
Minister and examine the entire problem in 
order to provide a measure that would deal 
satisfactorily with it. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said legisla- 
tion was absolutely essential. The bill should 
have been introduced long ago. 


LABOUR PARTY VIEW 


Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said there 
were too many people engaged in the distri- 
bution of milk in the city. ‘The Labour Party 
had always advocated a guaranteed economic 
price for milk. They had backed the pro- 
ducers at all times. They approved of the 
recent action of the producers, but he did not 
approve of the levy p by the bill, and 
could quote the Minister for Agriculture 
against the levies. 

Mr. D. O'LEARY (U.1L, Cork, N.) said 
that the Government and the Labour Party 
were responsible for the present situation in 
milk— 

Mr. DAVIN—For the price of milk? 

Mr. O’LEARY—Absolutely. The Deputy 
went on to say that previous to the economic 
war he had never sold milk at less than 
Od. a gallon to the shops and 6d. to the dis- 
tributors for his surplus milk. These prices 
up to the present year averaged 8d, and 4d.

FIXING THE PRICE 


Boards representative of the ucers 
distributors and retailers would be Bá in 
different areas, and would fix the price which 
the farmer was to be paid and the maximum 
price at which milk could be sold in any 
particular area. The chairman and the first 
members of the boards would be appointed 
by the Minister, but wher a register was 
built up the members would be elected by 
registered distributors and producers, Only 
those producers whose premises were re- 
istered would be allowed to-supply milk to 

ublin or the areas in which the bill would 
operate. Only registered wholesalers would 
be allowed to take the milk. There was a 
Provision that on occasions of abnormal 
scarcity, when producers found themselves 
unable to supply the demand, the Board could 
give a special permit to obtain milk from 
other than registered producers. 


SUPPLY DISTRICTS 


Should it appear that the wholesaler was 
charging too much to the retailer, the 
Minister could prescribe a minimum price at 
which milk would be sold retail over the 
counter or delivered to the consumer. Con- 
fectioners and manufacturers of toffee and 
Sweets requiring special milk would not be 
compelled to pay the fixed price, Such milk 
would be good milk, and would help to get 
rid of the surplus. Boards would be set up 
for every sale and supply district, a special 
district being defined in which milk would 
not be sold at less than the minimum price. 
Supply districts would also be defined. It 
would be necessary to give certain repre- 
sentation in the het districts, and the 
chairman of the Board would have much the 
same powers in regard to the fixation of 
price as the Chairman of the Pigs Board, 
in that he could decide questions arising 
between the producers and the buyers. 
Registers of producers, wholesalers and 
retailers would have to be established, and 
the Boards would have to decide upon the 
manner im which surplus supplies could be 
disposed of, and whether that milk could be 
purchased at less than the fixed price. 

The Minister would also take power to fix 
@ maximum price. He was not sure whether 
it would be possible to reduce the present 
retail price in the city. The Minister would 
naturally avail himself of the advice of the 
Board in that respect.

THE CONSUMER’S BURDEN

If, by 
reason of that measure, people were com- 
pelled to pay higher prices for milk than 
they were paying they were entitled to get 
the best quality of milk for their money. 
That measure, however, did not provide any 
machinery for dealing with that matter.

THE WHOLE PRINCIPLE OF 
THE BILL 
The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE, re- 


plying to the debate, said the whole prin- 
ciple was to see that the farmers got an 
economic price. The point was not so much 
that there was too much milk coming into 
Dublin, but that there was too much milk 
being produced im the counties surrounding 
Dublin to enable the producers to command 
an economic price. If « had fixed the prices 
in the bill he would have been accused 
of bureaucracy. All the bill proposed to 
do was to give legislative sanction to an 
organisations for farmers, because they 
realised that the farmers could not maintain 
that organisation without legislation. The 
Government did not want to give a bounty, 
and the levy was not a bounty. They wanted 
the farmers to stand on their own feet. 

The economic war could not be blamed for 
the position, in view of the situation existing 
in England, Scotland and Northern Ireland. 
The reason why a large number of farmers 
had ceased producing butter was that road 
transport development enabled them to send 
their milk conveniently to the city. Would it 
not be better for the farmers to sell their 
milk to the city at an economic price so far 
as the consumption went, and sell the surplus 
at butter price to the Board, rather than sell 


it all at butter price, as they had been doing

DUBLIN’S MILK SUPPLY 
Mr. JAMES DILLON (U.L, Donegal) 


asked the Minister for Agriculture to state 
whether he wonld cause a Committee of 
Dail Eireann to be established to inquire 
into the question of the milk supply for 
Dublin City, and make such recommendations 
as might appear necessary to safeguard the 
legitimate interests of milk producers, dis- 
tributors und consumers in the matter.

He re- 
ferred the Deputy to the report and pro- 
giamme oi the conference for an accurate 
statement of the unanimous view of the 
n-embers with regard to the use of Irish for 
infant-teaching. He had already informed 
the Deputy that the result of the work done 
entirely in Irish in infant classes by qualified 
teachers confirmed the principle laid down in 
the conference report. 

Mr. DERRIG told Mr. J. M. Burke (U.L, 
Cork, W.) that a Commission (thé Irish Folk- 
lore Commission) had been appointed by 
the Executive Council for the collection, col- 
lation, cataloguing, editing and publication 
of oral and written folklore.

BUILDING TRADE 


The annual holidays question in the 
building trades, which threatened to lead 
to a complete stoppage in the Dublin area, 
has also been averted.

Aonach Tailteann 


The Tailteann Games will be held in 
Dublin next summer, from July 18th to 
August 1st, and the Council which is 
responsible for the arrangements already 
has issued an appeal for subscriptions. 
We have no hesitation in supporting its 
appeal, because such an enterprise cannot 
be judged purely from the commercial 
point of view, and its value to the country 
must not be calculated in terms of box- 
office receipts. Previous Tailteann Games 
have relied on the attendance of the public 
to pay their expenses, but the Council has 
decided that such a method is too pre- 
carious. Adequate prizes have to be given 
to competitors who take part in an event 
of national importance, hospitality must 
be shown to athletes who have come to 
Ireland from all parts of the world, and 
there are many other expenses which could 
be met as soon as the Games receive the 
support that they deserve, but which at 
present will have to be paid by some other 
means. The idea of the Tailteann Games 
was imaginative, and-should not be allowed 
to lapse because of any temporary lack of 
encouragement. It’envisaged a scheme in 
which the Olympic Games should be re 
produced on a smaller scale—the Tailteann 
Games were not to be a contest open to al! 
nations, but a contest in which all Irish- 
men or men of Irish descent would be 
allowed to take part, no matter in what 
part of the world they were living. Such 
an idea has far more than a commercial 
value. It reminds Irish people that their 
countrymen are not to be found only in

Road Accidents 


We are very glad to learn from figures 
issued by the Commissioner of the Civic 
Guards that the number of road accidents 
in the Free State, and particularly in the 
Dublin Metropolitan area, shows an all- 
round reduction. These statistics are 
issued every half-year, and the record for 
the first six months of the present year is 
very much better than that for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Motorists 
must be growing more careful. Since the 
War motor traffic in the Free State has 
increased to an enormous extent. In spite 
of the preposterous tariff, the price of 
motor cars has brought a vehicle of some 
kind or another within the reach of 
persons who ten years ago had no ambi- 
tions beyond a twopenny tram ride, and 
the lax system of licensing placed motor 
cars in the hands of people who never 
ought to have been allowed even to ride a 
tricycle. The result was that road 
accidents increased at an alarming rate. 
For some years it was not even necessary 
to insure a private motor car. Drivers 
became quite irresponsible, and the loss 


of life, to say nothing of damage to 


property, assumed dangerous proportions. 
The introduction of compulsory insurance 
seems to have made a difference, because 
there can be no doubt that greater care is 
being exercised on the roads. There still 
is a lamentable lack of road sense among 
Free State motorists ; incidentally there is 
an even greater lac: of common courtesy.

Monday’s special con 
ference in London of Labour politicians 
and trade unionists was utterly confused, 
and Mr. Greenwood, seeking escape in a 
showy diversion, led the confusion to 
Westminster to engage in mass picketing 
of members of Parliament. But yesterday 
Mr. Greenwood was incited by Mr. 
Brown's challenge to make the bold 
declaration that the Labour Party will 
never support any regulations, however 
generous their terms, so long as the means 
test is the law of the land, so that the 
Labour Party is now in a curious fix. It 
has not in so many words repudiated a 
test of need. but, as Mr. Brown had 
already said, a test of need without a test 
of means is an impossibility. In the 
absence of a test of means the payment of 
unemployment allowances will depend 
entirely on the mere fact of unemploy- 
ment. 

Mr. Greenwood’s declaration commits 
the party to the justification of all the 
abuses to which the Unemployment Assist- 
ance Board called attention in its report, 
and more, whatever the resources of a 
household, assistance is to be given to an 
unemployed _ individual. The report 
quo eases of assistance of considerable 
amount going into households with in- 
comes of £8, £11 and even £15 a week.

In a remarkable statement Conway declared that he would 
defend himself before a jury of twelve of his countrymen in a 
properly constituted court, but intended to offer no evidence before 


the Mhhtary Tribunal. 


He said that Mr. MacEntee had pre-

committed for contempt of Court ?’’ 


He also stated that he ** was 


found guilty a month ago by the Fianna Fail Cabinet.’ 


Conway, who is accused of complicity in the shooting on April 
26th, 1936, of John Egan, Dungarvan, had refused to recognise 
the authority of the Court to try him, and was not defended. *The 
evidence of the prosecution (conducted by Mr. M. Maguire, K.C.., 
with Mr. K. Haugh, B.L.) (instructed by Mr. O'Connor, solicitor 
to the Attorney-General) concluded on Thursday last, and the 
Court adjourned after stating that a prima facie case had been estab- 
lished against the accused man, and that an opportunity was being 
afforded for the provision of a defence. 


The main features of the evidence were the identification (not 
positively) of a motor car alleged to have been used in the crime, 
and a finger-print found on the side of the car, which, it was stated 
by the police expert, agreed in sixteen points with the print taken 


from Conway s finger.

This afternoon a 35-year-old Berlin 
editor was sentenced to life-long penal 
servitude for high treason by the Secret 
Chamber of the People’s Court, 

The trial had been held in secret, but it 
is understood that the story told to the 
Court. was along the following lines: 

Walter Schwerdtseger, editor of the 
prosperous Boersenzeitung, every day 
attended the conferences held at the 
Propaganda Ministry, at. which editors 
are given their instructions about the news 
which must be omitted or specially 
featured in the papers of that day. 

Schwerdtseger, the prosecution is said 
to have alleged, had friends among foreign 
diplomats and Press correspondents in 
Berlin, and to them he passed on some 
copies of Dr. Goebbel’s instructions. 

One day these instructions contained a 
remark which a foreign resident in Berlin 
interpreted as being prejudicial to the 
interests of his country. He went to a 
high Nazi official, who asked: “‘ How do 
you know that such a remark was ever 
made ?”’ 

The visitor was heated and triumphant. 
“ Why, there is the piece of r with 
Dr. Goebbel’s views, with the very remark 
on it,” he replied. | 

The official took the scrap of paper. It 
revealed to him that a leakage had 
occurred from the Press conferences. Swift 
and efficient secret police were set on the 
trail. Schwérdtseger was watched, arrested 
and examined for many weeks. Nearly a 
year later he was tried and sentenced.

San Sebastian fell to the rebel forces at 
5 o’clock this afternoon following a fierce 
battle on the outskirts of the town, This 
fashionable seaside place, which, under 
the Monarchy, was the regular summer 
resort of King Alfonso and his family, 
was a few days ago full of British tourists. 
Most of them were brought across the 
frontier this morning in motor coaches. 

News of the rebels’ victory, was con- 
firmed when cables were despatched all 
over the Basque Province informing police 
and Storm Troops’ headquarters that the 
Army was in control. 

Hospitals, nursing homes and chemists’ 
shops have been requisitioned by the 
rebels, indicating that considerable 
casualties had been suffered in the battle. 

Later it was learned that the rebel army 
was advancing on Bilbao, centre of the 
Spanish iron industry, which lies 50 miles 
west of San Sebastian. 

Details of the battle are still lacking, 
but reports that have come over the 
frontier indicate that the loyal. troops set 
up a desperate resistance on the banks of 
the Bidassoa River, which divides France 
from Spain in its lower course.

ADDRESS BY LORD 
_ CHIEF JUSTICE 


JUVENILE CRIME IN 
THE CITY

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE Lord Chief Justice (Sir William 
Moore, . Bart. ) ae the Belfast 
Commission to-day. Ordinary pre- 
i cautions were taken at the courthouse, in 
view of the L.R.A. courtmartial case, in 
which thirteen men are involved. Every 
body entering the Crumlin, Road Court- 
house was challenged, and policemen were 
posted at every door. The common jurors, 
numbering about 600 (over twice the usual 
number), were required to show their 
summonses as they entered the court. 


STATE OF THE CITY 


The Lord Chief Justice, in his address 
to the Grand Jury, said he was glad to 
be able to tell them that the state of 
affairs, as far as the King’s peace was 
concerned in their great city of 450,000 
inhabitants, had been well preserved, and 
the state of affairs in their city—apart 
from one or two matters upon which he 
would make some observations later—was 
normal. He thought that a great dea! of 
the peacé which prevailed biog | the 
celebrations on the_13th July was due to 
the pastorals issued by the Bishop of 
Down and Connor and uli and also 
by the Most Rev. Dr. Mageean, Roman

HOUSE-BREAKING 


There were nearly 300 cases of breaking 
‘and entering, and, speaking as a layman, 
he did not know how they were going to 


He would make it his business, if the grand 
jury passed a resolution in support of it, 
to communicate to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs that, regrettable as it might be, 
the police force was not sufficiently strong 
to guard property. While the present 
police were doing their duty there were 
not enough to prevent these outrages of 
breaking and entering into shops and lock- 
up premises. There were over 300 cases of 
burglary and house-breaking, and it was 
a very regrettable state of affairs, which 
could only be stopped by having an addi- 
tional force of men to cope with it. 

He would add that the owners of those 
lock-up shops were not themselves blame- 
less. Since 2nd April, the date of the last 
Commission, the police had found no less 
than 144 shops left absolutely unsecured. 
Their owners had gone home, leaving their 
doors open behind them. They could not, 
therefore, be held entirely blameless for 
the breaking and entering and burglary 
which took place. 


JUVENILE CRIME 


Proceeding, the Lord Chief Justice de- 
plored the increase in juvenile crime. The 
same thing was happening all over Eng- 
land. That was another element in their 
social fabric which would have to be con- 
sidered. They had in Belfast 63 juveniles 
charged with 49 crimes. By juveniles he 
meant boys under the age of 16 years. 
The Legislature would have to pass addi- 
tional legislation to deal with that par- 
ticular aspect of crime. It was growing, 
and would not cease growing unless some 
means were taken to stop it. 


TREASON FELONY CHARGE 


There. was, however, he continued, a case 
of considerable importance. He desired at 
that stage to say as little as he possibly 
could about it, lest it should be thought 
he was trying to make any suggestion to 
the common jurors. That was the case of 
the King v. Grace and twelve other men, 
and they were indicted for treason felony 
on 24th April last. 

“Were these men guilty of treason 
felony? Were they members of 
the Irish Republican Army, and 
was the Irish Republican Army, 
which had been outlawed and banned 
in Northern Ireland by the competent 
authority, a treasonable association? If 
you find that, you ought to find a true 
bill against these thirteen men. 

The second count is simply whether 
these men were trying to upset the Con- 
stitution by force.

GRAND JURY’S RESOLUTION 


The foreman of the Grand Jury (the Lord 
Mayor, Sir Crawford McCullagh) later in 
the day said that they had fully considered 
His Lordship’s suggestion regarding juvenile 
crime, and had passed the following resolu- 


tion :— 

“The Grand Jury views with great regret 
the large number of cases of house-breaking 
which recently have been taking place in the 
City of Belfast, and think that this matter 
should be carefully considered by the 
authorities concerned with a view to the 
necessary steps being taken to prevent such 
a number of cases Occurring in future.”

MONEY RESOLUTION

The Air Navigation and Transport Bill 
money resolution was moved in the Dail yes- 
terday by Mr. DERRIG, who, in reply to 
Mr. Cosgrave, said that the moneys requireal 
would be advanced from the Central Fund. 
From time to time the Minister might 
subsidiary com- 
panies, but each such proposal would 
be brought before’ the Jail. Such 
assistance would net go beyond five years 
aud would not exceed £500,000. The share 
capital would be one million pounds. 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked how much was it 
contemplated the bill would be likely tu 
cost. He presumed that it was not at all 
likely that a company was to be started with 
a capital of a milhon. 

Mr. DERRIG said that he regretted that 
he was unable tw give: details. The 
expenditure contemplated was. on account 
of a policy which had not been finally 
worked out or finally planned. It was 
estimated that at least one million capital 
would be required for the share capital of 
the National Company. The million would 
not be required immediately. The services 
to be established by the Central Company 
would be of a preliminary and experimental 
character. The question of the services was 
at present under consideration. | 

The Government was admittedly looking 
for a large sum of money. He felt when 
the facts he was not in a position to disclose 
at. present were made known to the Dail the 
country would not think that a million was 
by any means too much for the sehemes which 
were envisaged. 


COMMITTEE STAGE 

The bill was then taken in committee. 

On Section 6, Mr. MeGILLIGAN (U.I.. 
National University) said that at the moment 
a: British authority ruled the Irish Lights, 
and as long as that was the case the situation 
was that a Free State Minister could not 
pass a regulation which affected or prejudiced 
its position. 

Mr. DERRIG said that the question of 
the ‘control of the Irish Lights Service by 
getting the responsibility for their mainten- 
ance transferred to the Saorstat was under 
consideration. : 

The seetion was agreed to. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN criticised the section 
which reíerred to prohibited areas and gave 
an officer designated for the purpose power 
to fire on aircraft that did not comply with 
the prescribed signals. In his view, accord- 
ing to the preamble of the bill, this was not 
restricted to prohibited areas, and such 
drastic power was not of any benefit either 
to the military or civil population. 

Mr. DERRIG said that the intention was 
to empower them to prevent aircraft from 
flying over certain areas for military and 
othef reasons. It applied only to prohibited 
areas, and in the Free State there was only 
one of these areas. 

A money resolution in conection with the 
Noxious Weeds Bill, 1936, was agreed to. 
The bill passed its committee stage, and the 
report stage was fixed for next Tuesday. 

On a money resolution in connection with 
the Aran Islands (Transport) Bill, 1936, Mr. 
DERRIG, Acting Mimister for Industry and 
Commerce, said it was proposed to give the 
Galway Steamship Company an annual sub- 
sidy of £300. The company was bound to 
maintain the existing service of at least two 
sailings in the week. He did not think a 
daily service was necessary. 

The resolution was agreed to and the bill 
was passed, 


CONNAUGHT RANGERS BILL 


On a money resolution in connection with 
the Connaught Rangers (Pensions) Bill, 1936, 
Mr. BENNETT ‘C.L., Limerick) said . the 
bill, as it stood, could only be amended by 
the Minister, and the bill could only be 
equitable if the charges were increased 
to include men .who did not come 
within its scope. He suggested that provi. 
sion would be made at a later- stage to 
ensure that men left out would be included. 

Mr. 0. TRAYNOR, Parliamentary Secre 
tary to the Minister for Finance, said they 
had dealt in an equitable manner with all 
the participants in the mutiny. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

The Committee stage was passed, and the 
Report stage was fixed for next Tuesday. 

Mr. TRAYNOR said that he wished to 
correct the estimated cost given to Mr. 
Cosgrave. For the first year the charge 
would he £4,064, reducible by £1,794 
annually,

Labour uproar and continual interrup- 
tion _ Members of that party 
characterised the speech in which Mr. 
Ernest Brown, the Minister of Labour, 
— the árta of Parliament to the 
ew unemployment, assistance lations, 
details of which have already bus issugd 
as a White Paper. 
Mr. Brown said that he hoped the pro- 
posals would form a sound and just 
foundation for a solution of the great 
problems involved. The unemployment 
insurance scheme had from the beginning 
rested on two financial principles—the 
payment of a flat rate of contribution 
} according to age and sex, and the receipt 
of benefit without regard to resources. 
The unemployment assistance scheme 
was based on the principles of national 
responsibility for the able-bodied un- 
employed and uniformity in the treatment 
of individual cases. Another principle was 
that assistance outside the contractual 
benefits should be subject to the proof 
of need. He would like to know how 
those who so glibly advocated the abolition 
of the need test would justify to-the 
ordinary citizen the payment of money 
which was not needed. 


THE SPEAKER INTERVENES 

Members opposite had done their best 
to set up an agitation in the country 
against the regulations, but they had 
failed, because the view taken by the Un. 
employment Assistance Board’s a plicants 
was a different view from that adopted by 
the Opposition for purely party purposes. 

Labour protested we ó & against, this 
statement, and subseguently the Speaker 
had to intervene more than once to guel] 
the interruptions. 

Proceeding with his speech, Mr. Brown 
said that in some districts little or no 
regard was paid to the underlying 
principles of the whole scheme, the chief 
of which was the assessment of the need. 
He cited a number of cases which had 
come under his own observation, in which 
payments in excess of the actual need were 
made. 

He was challenged by members of the 
Opposition to produce evidence and to 
name the local authorities concerned, 
until the Speaker, intervening, said that 
it was quite impossible to carry on the 
debate in this way. Opposition members, 
he said, would be able to make their case 
afterwards. 


CONSTANT INTERRUPTION 

Mr. Brown then proceeded to give 
examples of the way in which the new 
scales would work, but he was constantly 
interrupted by Labour members. He 
refused to give way, remarking that he 
would finish his job. The House, he said, 
was entitled to ask the Opposition 
“ Would they abolish all test of need? If 
not, what rules did they propose?”’ 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood (Labour), in 
moving an amendment asking the House 
to disapprove the regulations, said that 
the Labour Party’s primary objection to 
the regulations was the means test. So 
long as injustice rankled in the hearts of 
the people, so long there would remain 
the elements of revolt. Desperate circum- 
stances might lead people to foolish and 
desperate action. The day would come 
when an elementary act of justice would 
be done to those unfortunate people who 
were to-day outlaws in what should be 
a civilised world. (Labour cheers.) 

The debate was adjourned. 


LURGAN DOCTOR 
FINED

ISSUE OF DEATH 
CERTIFICATE

LURGAN, Tuesday. 

At Lurgan Petty Sessions yesterday, before 
Mr, J. C. Austin, R.M., Captain Coote, D.1., 
R.U.C., summoned Dr. M. Deeny, J.P., 
F.R.C.8.1., Church place, Lurgan, for — 
a false representation concerning the death o 
a woman who had been his patient. 

Mr. Best, for the prosecution, said that 
a certificate of death was given by the 
defendant setting out that the primary cause 
of death was septic tonsils and the secondary 
cause septic pneumonm. A number of certifi- 
cates issued under the Industrial Insurance 
scherne showed that the cause of incapacity 
for work was cancer. 

Dr. Patrick, Chief Medical Officer to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, said that he had 
examined the certificates msued prior to 
the woman’s death, showing that incapacity to 
work was due to cancer. 

Dr. Deeny, in evidence, said that the 
deceased woman had been a panel patient of 
his. For several months before her death 
he had treated her for cancer, and it was 
well known that she suffered from cancer. 
The primary cause of death was septic tonsils, 
and the secondary cause was septic pneu- 
monia, as set out in the certificate. Cancer 
was not the cause of death. 

Mr, Austin, R.M., said that he had heard 
the doctor’s evidence, and he was satisfied 
that this person died from cancer. On that 
evidence. the certificate was not a correct 
certificate, and he thought that the Act had 
not been complied with. A fine of £5 and 
£5 costs would be imposed. 

It is understood that an appeal has beep 
lodged.

THE REV. ARTHUR 
VERMEERSCH, 8.J.

With the death of Father Vermeersch, 
S.J., at Louvain, the Society of Jesus has 
lost a scholar of eminence and distinction 
in the field of moral and canonical studies. 
Born on the 26th August, 1858, at Brivelde 
(Ghent), he entered the Society of Jesus in 
1878, and at the close of a brilliant academir 
career received the degree of Doctor of 
Theology and Canon Law at the Gregorian 
University in 1891. For twenty-six years 
Father Vermeersch professed Canon Law 
and Moral Theology in the Jesuit House of 
Studies at Louvain, until in 1918 he was 
summoned to the Gregorian University, 
Rome, to fill the chair of Moral Theology 
as successor to Father Bucceroni. Some 
time later he was appointed, in addition to 
the professorship of Sociology held pre 
eh Father Macksey. Besides his 
duties as professor, his many activities ip: 
cluded the founding of a school of Past»ral 
Theology, 4 Higher Academy of Moral Theo 
lepy, and a course of studies in the P*.1:0- 
sphy of Law. 

he Holy See appointed Father Ver- 
meersch to Sacred Congregations of the 
Sacraments, of Religious. and of the Ooun- 
cil; and also to the Pontifical Commission 
for the Interpretation o fthe Code of Canon 
Law. In September, 1936, Pazmany Uni- 
versity, Budapest, conferred on him the 
degree of Doctor Aonoris causa. As a mem- 
ber of the Permanent Committee of the 
International fucharistic Congresses he 
visited Dublin for the celebrations in June, 
1932. The name of Father. Vermeersch is 
also associated with many learned publica- 
tions, both scientifi¢ and ascetic.

TRIBUTE TO THE 
LATE KING 


The annual Synod of the Diocese of 
Leighlin was held in the Deighton Memoria! 
Hall, Carlow, yesterday, the Right. Rev. 
Dr. Day, Bishop of Ossory, Ferns and 
Leighlin, presiding. 

Opening his presidential address, Dr. Day 
said :—‘‘1 feel in duty bound to make a 
brief reference to the great loss which his 
subjects sustained when our King was taken 
from us last January. Assuredly there hever 
was a king who won the affection and admira- 
tion of his people of all classes to a greater 
degree than George V., and it was his 
personal character more than anything. else 
which compelled such admiration and regpect. 
lt was the uprightmess and sincerity of his 
nature, his unswerving devotion to duty, his 
untiring labours on behalf of his people, and, 
above all, his simple and sincere faith in 
God, which was so often conspicuous in his 
public utterances, that sustained and 
strengthened him throughout the anxieties 
and difficulties of his troubled reign. Our 
new King has come to the throne at a time 
of great uncertainty and anxiety—heavy 
storm clends hang over Europe, nations face 
one anotaxr with mistrust and fear, seeking 
security- in building up their armaments 
The League of Nations has been largely dis- 
credited by its failure to protect Abyssinia 
from being invaded and over-run by the 
forces of Italy, and, in the opinion of many 
of the wisest and best observers of European 
affairs, the danger of another war is 
extremely grave. In these circumstances,” he 
continued, “it is the bounden duty of all 
who profess and call themselves Chtistians 
to strive and pray earnestly for peace. Thank 
God, there does seem to be growing up in 
many lands, and especially among the younger 
generation,” he said, “a hatred of injustice 
and oppression, and a real desire for good- 
fellowship and co-operation between the 
nations. Let us pray for our King, he urged, 
called so you to so exalted and responsible 
@ position in these anxious and difficult days, 
that the spirit of his father may rest upon 
him, the spirit of duty and service, and that 
he may lead his people im the ways of 
righteousness and peace. 


GOOD-WILL AND JUSTICE 


“May Almighty God, from Whom all 
thoughts of truth and peace proceed, kindle 
in the hearts of men a true love of peace, and 
may the great Commonwealth of Nations, of 
which the King is the head, stand ever firmly 
and steadfastly for the principles of freedom, 
justice, goodwill and peace. 

“In that. Commonwealth of free nations 
may Í express the hope that our beloved Ire- 
land may keep a high and honoured place, 
using her national gifts and talents in the 
common service, striving for the establish- 
ment of the kingdom of God and man.”’ 

Referring to the reports of the Boards of 
Education, the Bishop said that there were 
two things—the care of the children and the 
advancement of the Kingdom of God through 
missions—that tested the life and virility of a 
religion. The future of our Church depended 
absolutely, he said, on the care and instruc- 
tion of the younger generation, so that they 
may grow- up into God-fearing men and 
women and loyal members of the Church of 
their fathers. He appealed for more generous 
support towards school transport. Surely, he 
added, it is our duty as Protestants to see 
that children of our Church, especially 
those living in remote districts, should re- 
ceive the benefits of an education in schools 
belonging to our own Church, where they will 
be taught the Bible and the 
land formulas by Church of Ireland teachers 
and clergy.

Vivian McGrath, who came into the side 
because of Adrian Quist’s injury, gained a 
great victory for Au stralia against Germany in 
the Inter-Zone final of the Davis Cup at 
Wimbledon yesterday. Australia thus qua: lified 
to meet Great Britain in the challenge round 
on Saturday. 

Starting the day with an advantage of two 
rubbers to one, Australia needed to win only 
one of the two singles to make victory certain. 
Quist’s ankle was still too weak to allow him 
to play, so McGrath, who had done such a 
lot on the previous day to help his team win 
the doubles, was called upon. He rose to the 
occasion nobly, defeating H. Henkle, 6-3, 5-7, 
6-4, 6-4. 

Australia won the contest by four rubbers 
to one, J. H. Crawford beating H. Denker In 
the last by 6-3, 6-1, 6-4. Baron von Cramm 
stood down from the match against Crawford 
recurrence of his thigh injury, 
received in the Wimbledon final. 


MCGRATH’S CONFIDENCE 


McGrath has never played so confidently 
or with such vigour as he did yesterday. He 
punched the ball to all the corners of tho 
court with his two-handed grip,on the back: 
hand, and volleyed and lobbed w ith the air 
of a man who knows he is going to win. Not 
once did he look flustered, not even when 
Henkel led three-love in the first set. The 
German had climbed to that lead by means 
of a clever variation in the pace of his driying, 
which had McGrath a little puzzled, but once 
the Australian discovered how to rectify a 
tendency to over-hit the returns everything 
was plain sailing, 

McGrath crowded on the pressure, selected 
the right ballon which to advance to the net, 
and won the first set with six games in a row, 
His volleying was extraordinarily accurate, 
and his o werhead sm: ashing superb. 

Henkel performed some remarkable feats of 
retrieving in the second set, and, what is 
more, made winners from his returns. Several 
times he dashed right across-court, picked up 
the ball within a few inches of the ground, 
and sent back magnificent shots. 

Henkel led 3-1 and 5-2, but even then did 
not look happy. When McGrath drew level 
at 5-all it looked as though there was to be 
a repetition of the first set with the 
Australian making a fine recovery. It was 
not to be, however ; for Henkel made amends 
for some silly mistakes with great passing 
shots, to take the set at 7-5, 

McGrath had no trouble in the third set, 
after shaking off the German in the seventh 
game, and the Australian entered upon the 
fourth set strengthened by the knowledge 
that he had Henkel on the run. The 
German's weak second services were meeting 
the fate they deserved, and McGrath s hitting 
was becoming even more severe. He quickly 
went to 2-love in the fourth set, and Joo] ked 
well on the way to victory. 


A VITAL GAME 


Henkel then steeled himself for a great 
effort. He led 40-love on his own service In 
the third game, but three times at the net 
he was passed, and the first deuce was eglled. 
Ten other deuces were to come in this, the 
closest game of the tie, before McGrath 
battered his way through the German’s 
defence to win it. 

Henkel was not quite finished with; for, 
efter McGrath had increased his lead to 
4-love, the German fought back from 15-40 
down in the fifth game to win it with two 
splendid half-volleys, A fine spell of serving, 
allied to more retrieving, saw. Henkel draw 
level at 4-all amid great excitement. His 
rally was not sustained, however, and 
McGrath went steadily on to ultimate victory 
by 6-4. Torrential rain fell in the very last 
game, and many people in the open stands 
who had to run for shelter never saw 
McGrath make four glorious strokes in suc 
cession to win. 


WILL QUIST BE FIT? 


There is still a slight doubt as to whether 
Quist, who is the Australian champion, wil! 
be fit enough to plav in the challenge round. 
but Australia have a fine substitute in 
McGrath. Despite the Australian's 
impressive victory over Germany, Britain will 
go into the contest confident in their ability 
to retain the cup, which they wrested from 
France in 1933. 

There were a number of conflicting 
statements about the last single after von 
Cramm had cried off against Crawford. It 
was stated officially im the first place that 
the rubber was automatically forfeited by 
Germany as a result of von Cramm standing 
down. Then the referee, Mr. F.C. Lohden, an- 
nounced that the captains had agreed te 
tecognise the game between Denker and 
Crawford as part of the tie. As it was, it 
made no differance whether the match 
counted or not; for Crawford gained an easy 
win.
